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Foundation Allocates $12,000 To Child Care Center

The Hornet Foundation Board 
of Directors last Tuesday approved 
an intrabodycommittee recommen- 
dation to allocate $12,000 to the 
Child Day Care Center and $1,500 
to Alternative Education with their 
remaining $9,700 to be put into a 
contingency fund. 

There had been some question 
in the past few weeks as to whether 
or not it was appropriate for 
university funds to be allocated for 
an off campus program such as the 
College Town Day Care Center. 

Mike Kerrick (ASI President's 
representative) presented the legal 
opinion of ASI attorney, Nancy 
Riordan. Her opinion, based on 
Title Five, Articles 1 through 4 of 
the California Administrative 
Code is that; “the Hornet Four- 
dation may give money to the 
Child Care Center in College Town 
since financial aid to child day care 
centers for children of students and 
employees of the campus is a 
legitimate expenditure of the 
student body organization funds.” 
She further stated that she saw “no 
problem in the fact that the College 
Town Center is located just off 
campus as long as the funds are be- 
ing used for child care for students 
and employees.” 


This $12,000 was pledged by the 


Foundation for the Campus Day 
Care Center last year. It will now 
be used for both the Coilege Town 
Center and Campus Center. 

The funds will allow the College 
Town Day Care Center to remain 
open through the end of the current 
semester 


There are currently 70 children 
enrolled at College Town and 120 
on a half day basis at the Campus 
Center with a waiting list of about 
25. The parents of the College 
Town Center plan to meet on Dec. 
7 and decide what to do once the 
center is closed 


The request from the 
Educational Opportunities 
Program of $18,000 remains unset- 
tled. While the Foundation was 
waiting to see what the Student As- 
sociation would do in the way of 
funding for EOP, the Student As- 
sociation was waiting to see what 
the Foundation would do. 

Due to the “wait and see” at- 
titude of both groups as well as 
considerable confusion and misin- 
formation surrounding the EOP 
budget and funding, neither group 
has acted 

However, upon the recommen- 
dition of Dean of Students Nor- 
man Better through a letter to the 
Fioundation in his absence, they 
ailopted a resolution which sets 


aside money that can be used for 
EOP (contingency fund) but does 
not allocate money until Elena 
Caro, EOP Director, and Better 
have an opportunity to submit a 


new budget 
In further comments on the fun- 
ding of EOP, several board 


members expressed the feeling that 
if the student body was unwilling to 
fund EOP, they did not feel that it 
was proper for the foundation to 
step in and provide funds 


In other actions, the board. ina 
most democratic flip of a Stan 
Pretzer coin, selected between two 
candidates to serve as Vice Chair 
and Secretary Treasurer. Can- 
didate Mike Kernick opted for 


Secretary Treasurer should the 
coin! veads”. When it did Judy 
Hoila became Vice Chair 


Earlier in the meeting it was 
moved, seconded and passed that 
agenda item 73-10-62 “Nomination 
of Chairman and Election of Of- 
ficers” be changed to “Nomination 
of Chair and Election of Officers.” 
Chalk up one for the Hornet Foun- 
dation Board of Directors. 

Prior to adjournment into ex- 
ecutive session, the Foundat:on 
discussed reconsideration of the 
methods used for allocation of 
funds. It was proposed that the 
board consider an alternative to 


the present method of allocating 
revenues to campus groups — one 
which would align more closely to 
the original goals of the Foun- 
dation, which is to lower prices and 
provide better services concerning 
the Bookstore and Food Services 

A copy of the objectives and 
goals of the Hornet Foundation ts 
to be distributed to all members. 


Consideration of the objectives will 
be discussed at the next meeting. 


This was followed by a 
recommendaticn that a letter be 
sent to organizations habitually re- 
questing funds informing them 
that they should seek other means, 
as funds may no longer be available 
through the Foundation. 


Budget Guidelines Raised

The Board of Fiscal Matters 
last week approved a request from 
men’s athletics to raise their budget 
outlines for estimated revenue 
from $34,400 to $37,400 and total 
expenditures from $74,400 to 
$77,400. 

The action allows the water 
polo team to use funds raised dur- 
ing their marathon for food and 
lodging expenses in Southern 
Califorma competition. It also 
allows the gymnastics team to 
sponsor the touring Danish team in 
a February fund raising event 

Monies raised beyond set 
budgetary outlines revert back to 
the Associated Students reserve 
and athletic reserve funds at the 
end of the fiscal year 


In other action, the board 
authorized the Hornet to purchase 
equipment ($580) and contract for 
maintenance of present equipment 
($1,600) from Hornet reserves. 

Both actions go to the Senate 
for final approval. 

Because no work-study 
students were available, the Hornet 
was also authorized to hire a part- 
time secretary with funds originally 
intended for work-study students. 
No senate action is required. 

The BOFM turned down a 
Hornet request to pay four staff 
members a total stipend of $18 per 
issue from Hornet reserves. 
“People just will not put in six to 
eight hours an issue for one unit of 
credit,” explained Carolann

Is there a Watergate in Student Government? I hope not. But... if 
there ts, the Hornet God-damned well better be on top of it, finding out 
who's responsible. 

Among the many responsibilities of the American press is that of 
being “the watchdog of government.” More often than not the press 
plays the adversary role. 

Just as the commercial press monitors, criticizes and commends the 
national, state and local governments, so shall the Hornet, the campus 
publication, monitor, criticize and commend the student government. 

It is one of the functions of the news media to inform the public 
about the actions of government. Indeed, that is an extremely im- 
portant function 

The Hornet shall endeavor in its coverage to bring to the campus 
community an accurate appraisal] of the actions of the student 
government. Throughout this first semester we have tried to do this, 
and the Hornet staff can sleep well at night over the job we have done 

Neither the reporting nor the editorial staffs of the Hornet are try- 
ing to destroy, indict or hamper the functioning of student 
government, despite the feeling of many of those involved in student 
government 

The Hornet believes that Walter Cronkite is correct when he says 
that “It was the free press that in large measure exposed the failings of 
older systems, that brought about reform, that became the people's 
surrogate in observing the performance of their servants in 
government a vital service without which democracy would have 
been a hollow word.” 

The surrogate function of which Cronkite speaks ts important on 
ali college campuses. Very few students, other than those being con- 
sidered for appointments, those with a special interest in an agenda 
item at a particular meeting, or those who serve as campus officials 
attend Senate meetings 

Because students don’t attend meetings they depend onthe press to 
find out how their $20 materials and services fees are spent, what 
policies are being formulated, and what their elected officials are 
doing 

The general campus population has a night to know what"their ser- 
vants in government” are doing. Once elected, they are not home free 

They have an obligation to the students they represent. Regardless of 
what some student officials feel, they do owe an explanation for their 
official actions. And if they don’t owe it to the student press, so the 
press can inform these they represent and the general campus, to whom 
do they owe it” 

Just as the student officials are responsible to those they represent, 
the Hornet? is in turn responsible for reporting on how well the student 
government is meeting its responsibilities. 

Because of this, the Horner will continue to monitor and report the 
actions of student officials, making pertinent comments where and 
when we feel they are needed 

Student government can and often does bring pressure to bear on 
the Hornet, which hampers us in the performance of our duty 

This pressure system is a built-in relationship between student 
government and the student press at CSUS for the following reasons 
the Hornet Board of Publications members are selected by the Senate 
Chair and approved by two-thirds of the senate; the Coordinator of the 

Board of Publications is selected by the ASI President and approved 
by two-thirds of the Student Senate: the Board of Publication ts then 
charged with selecting the editor (the editor has ultimate authority for 
the publication); the selection then goes to the ASI President who 
forwards the name with a recommendarton to the Student Senate.

This same process can be utilized in reverse to remove an editor. 
The student government-selected board is also charged with 
recommending policy to the editor and acting as an arbitrator in dis- 
putes. They cannot, thank God, act as censors. 

The point is that the operating structure provides for at the very 
least a hampered press. 

Whereas the above is not enough to make CBS newsman Dan 
Rather shudder, student government also has control of Horner ex- 
penditures. Because the newspaper is an official publication of the 
Student association and receives some funding from the associated 
students, more than 75 per cent of revenues are derived from adver- 
tising 


Also, because of this arrangement, we must ask the Board of Fiscal 
Matters (largely Student Senate and ASI appointments) for per- 
mission to purchase anything that costs more than $100. We need per- 
mission to go to the annual California Intercollegiate Press As- 
sociation convention, our only contact with other campus newspaper. 
(They don't ask the student body if they can to ona retreat.) The same 
applies if we want to give bonus money (from our own funds) to in- 
dividuals who spend more than 20 hours a week on the Horner. Just 
about anything that involves Hornet funds is subject to similar control. 

Perhaps there should be some control on spending but it seems to 
me as lond as we're producing a good newspaper, not jeopardizing any 
other campus organization and not running in the red, we should be 
abie to decide how to spend the revenue the Paper generates. 

However, the words of Supreme Court Justice William O. Dougias 
ring all too true at CSUS, when he said: “Those in power, whatever 
their politics, want only to perpetuate it.” 


It seems that student government likes to exert power over the 
paper whenever we do not “toe the line.” They seem to want a “free and 
responsible press” that is responsible to them. 

If we say what we think is right, and it happens to disagree with 
student officials they accuse us of “gross journalism” or biased repor- 
ting and they retaliate. 

Last year’s senate in a tantrum over our student election coverage 
drastically cut our budget and refused to approve the board of 
publications choice for edstor (the current Hornet editor). 


This year, five members of the Student Senate attempted to block 
the appointment of Richard Armentrout as Board of Publication 
Coordinator because they felt he was “too close” to the Hornet. 
Armentrout is probably the most qualified person on this campus to 
serve in that position 

The Board of Fiscal Matters refused to award stipends to be paid 
from Hornet revenues for no apparent reason. And the list goes on. 


Whatever our hardships may be, the Horne: will not knuckle under. 
We will not be bought off 

It would have been very easy to hold off. be nice, be quiet and get 
what we wanted — then let loose —— or worse continue to be quiet. But 
we saw things wrong with the student government: endorsements. 
obstruction, to name two, and we were up-front enough to say somet h- 
ing about it 

The Hornet will continue to speak out on issues we feel are im- 
portant, whether or not our opinions are popular. We will continue to 
monitor the actions of student officials no matter what pressure they 
choose to exert 

And while I'm quoting famous people, I cannot resist offering the 
words of Harry S. Truman: “If you can’t stand the heat, stay out of the 
kitchen.”

The greater financial 
burden on the system might lead to
